III.  19,624  tons  of  cargo  were  unloaded  in  the  port.  The  origin  of 

such  traffic  is  mainly  coastwise,  but  there  is  small  vessel  traffic 
with  the  Baltic  and  European  ports.  There  has  been  no  passenger  traffic.

V.  WATER  SUFfLY 

The  supply  to  the  Town  Quays  is  the  Sandwich  Borough  water, 
frequently  tested  and  found  good.  It  is  chlorinated. 
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The  supply  to  the  Richborough  Wharves  is  from  the  Ramsgate 
Borough  mains,  metered  into  Sandwich  and  is  frequently  tested  and 
found  good.  It  is  also  chlorinated. 

VI,  The  fort  Medical  Officer  maintains  a  list  of  infected  ports. 

H.h.  Customs  are  stationed  at  Ramsgate  and  receive  their  information 
from  the  Ramsgate  Rort  M.O.  As  likely  as  not  H.M.  Customs  would 
brin^  a  ship  flying  Q  to  the  Ramsgate  station,  but  know  that  they 
can  call  on  the  Sandwich  Rort  M.O.  if  needed.  Access  to  .the  Roads 
is  easier  through  Ramsgate  than  from  Sandwich,  but  the  Harbour 
Master's  launch  is  available. 

In  the  event  of  a  case  arising  that  calls  for  isolation  of 
the  ship  away  from  its  moorings,  a  suitable  mooring  is  now  identified 
at  the  outer  limit  of  the  Richborough  (Borman  Long)  Wharf.  There  are 
no  standing  directions  in  the  matter.

No  cases  of  notifiable  or  other  infectious  diseases  were  known 
to  have  occurred  on  ships  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Ships  from  foreign  ports  are  inspected  for  rat  infestation  on 
arrival  and  the  Rat  certificate  is  inspected. 

The  Rublic  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  would  receive  rats  for 
examination  for  plague,  if  any  suspicions  arose. 

The  port  is  not  approved  for  deratisation. 

INSrSGTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCE
